The nin e is approximately 600 actors 
deep. It is known for its large 
quantity of waste gases which mokes it 
dangerous to work in it. The ventila- 
tion system is good. 

Besides its gain shaft, the cool nine 
operates a second auxiliary coax pro* 
uuc leg shaft, the 1 Julius z 9 ana two 
lifting shafts. The dally output of 
the Kasialers-Juliuss cool nine is es- 
timated as between 3,500 and 4,000 tons. 
A compulsory labor coop io attached to 
the coal nine with approximately 500 
Instates. The coop Is a former world 
War IX British PW camp. In audition to 
the cfsnpulsory Igfror camp lutoates, around 
1,500 free coal miners are employed in 
the mine. 

The coalmine is equipped with its own 
power plant. Xn 195^ a* 1 explosion blew 
up some installations within the plant. 
Approximately 20 workers were arrested 
on the charge oi sabotage. Only a few 
of them were afterwards released. 

Later /that year/ another sabotage act 
was committed, in the same coal mine 
by putting the lifting machinery of 
the mine out of operation. Five of 
the coal miners received long terms 
of Imprisonment for these sabotage 
acts. 

About 400 meters deep. Operated with 
cwr© shafts. Xn 195^ &**d 1953 some 
Improvements wero made in the coal 
mine, one of which was the electrifi- 
cation of the lift system. The ven- 
tilation installations are said to be 
good. The daily production does not 
exceed 2,000 tone. There are 2,100 
miners employed here, of which about 
300 ore inmates of the compulsory la- 
bor camp housed similarly to those of 
the Kaz iml orz mine in the World Wax II 
British FW camp.
